WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Unless con- 


in ten days passes a law author- 


izing the issue of gold bonds bearing 
3 per cent, interest and running thirty 
years, or otherwise relieves the treas- 
ury in the replenishment ol the gold 
reserve, Secretary 'Carlisle will, by di- 
rection of the president sell 4 per cent, 
bonds to tlie amount of 562,100,000 for 
gold. Arrangements whereby this can 
be done, and $65,000,000 in gold be re- 
ceived for the bonds have been per- 
fected, and the contingent contract 
was signed yesterday. 


The official 
memorandum of the 


transaction was made public at the 
treasury yesterday afternoon. It is as 
follows. 


' The contract was made with Au- 


gust Belmont & Co., of New York, on 
jehaif of Messrs. N. M. Rothschild & 
Sons, of London, and themselves, 
and J. P. Morgan & Co., of Lou- 
don, and themselves, and provides 
lor 
the 
delivery 
to 
the United 


States of 3,500,000 ounces of standard 
fold coin of the United States to be paid 
"or in United States 4-per-cunt. bonds. 
A large number of other banks and 
financial institutions are interested in 
the transaction, but their names are 
not mentioned on the contract itself. 
The department does not know in 
what proportion the various parties 
are to furnish the gold coin or receive 
the bonds, as this is a matter of ar- 
rangement between themselves. By the 
terms of the contract the parties are to 
bear all the expense o£ bringing gold 
from 
abroad, 
and 
they are, so 


far as it lies in their power, to exert 
all their financial influence and make 
all legitimate efforts to protect the 
treasury against withdrawals of gold 
pending complete performance of the 
contract. No bonds are to be deliv- 
ered except in payment for gold actu- 
ally delivered. In view of the possi- 
ble failure of legislation in congress 
negotiations have been pending for 
some time here and abroad and the 
terms of this contract are the best 
that could be procured with a certain 
bond." 
The contract was drawn up during 


the day by Attorney-General Olney and 
Secretary Carlisle and submitted to J. 
L. Lyndestetson, consul for the bank- 
ers.Mr. J. J. Pierpont Morgan, the New 
York fimaneier, arrived here early yes- 
terday morning and had a conference 
with Secretary Carlisle at the treasury 
at 10 o'clock, when all unfinished de- 
tails were perfected. Mr lielmont, it 
is untlerstaod, started for Washington 
yesterday morning, but was, snow- 
bound en route, and, therefore, took 
no personal part in completing the de- 
tails.

THEDAYIN CONGRESS 


Important Communications from 


the President. 


CONCERNING THE ISSUE OF 
BOM 


And the Sentencing o! American Citi- 


zens to Death by the Hawaiian Gov 


eminent for Participating in 


the Late Revolt. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feu. 9.—Two very im- 


portant communications from the pres 
ident of the United Stato^ were pre 
seated in the senate yesterday, anc 
were referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees. The first notified congress 
that, as a precaution against its fail 
ure to give legislative aid to the treas- 
ury, arrangements had been made for 
a 4-per-cent "coin" bond, to run 
thirty years at a 
premium which 


would make the actual interest 
per cent., but coupled with the condi- 
tion that if a 3-per-cent. "gold" bone 
were authorized by congress, within 
ten days they would be substituted for 
the 4 per cent, bonds, thus saving 
S.r<89,159 in annual interest, and saving 
$16,174,770 in interest for the full term 
of thirty years. 


Without any comment, but with an 


apparent sense of the importance o: 
the president's representations, the 
message was referred to the commit- 
tee on finance. 


The other message of the president 


attracted equal attention and gave rise 
to considerable discussion, after which 
it was referred to the committee on 
foreign relations. It had reference 
to the death sentences imposed on the 
persons convicted of engaging in a 
revolutionary movement ia Hawaii, 
The general tone of the debate indi 
ated the depth of feeling which ex- 
ists against such a sanguinary meas- 
ure—the only expression to the con- 
trary coming from Mr. Morgan (dem., 
Ala.), who said that he had no advice 
to give to the Hawaiian government 
but that if it yielded to the remon 
strance of any other government in 
suuh a matter, it might as well turn 
over the power again to Queen Liliou- 
kalani. 


The diplomatic appropriation bill 


with the amendment as to the tele- 
graphic cable to Hawaii, went over 
without action, and is to be voted on 
at 2 p. m. to-day. 


At 5:45 p. m. the senate adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


The house entered upon the consid- 


erationof the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill for the year 
ending June 30, 1896, but made little 
progress. An amendment to the para- 
graph providing for the payment oi 
clerks to members, offered by Mr. Bart- 
lett (dem., N. Y.), and to make them 
annual instead of session employes, 
led to an animated debate upon the 
economy and wisdom of giving mem- 
bers the assistance of clerks. Consid- 
erable bitterness was displayed at 
times, and various propositsons were 
made to amend or substitute for Mr. 
Bartlett's motion. These were all re- 
jected, but upon the adoption of Mr. 
Bartlett's proposition a quorum did 
not vote. All efforts to secure a quo- 
rum proved futile, and finally they 
were abandoned and the further con- 
sideration of the bill postponed. 


The messages from the president an- 


nouncing the sale of bonds and the 
protest of this government against the 
execution of the court-martial sen- 
tences upon citizens of the United 
States who engaged in the recent re- 
Tolt in Hawaii were received and re- 
ferred—the former to the committee 
on ways and means, the latter to the 
committee on foreign affairs. 


Mr. Boutelle (rep.. Me.) endeavored 


to secure a reference of the Hawaiian 
correspondence to the committee of 
the whole on the state of the Union, 
but the speaker held that a motion to 
that effect would not be in order. 


A senate bill was passed appropria- 


ting £10,600 for the relief of the poor of 
the district of Columbia; also fourteen 
private pension bills. 


The usual Friday night session, tor 


the consideration of private pension 
bills, was- omitted by unanimous con- 
sent. 


The honse, at 4:30 p. ro., adjourned 


until to-day.—•——.

How to arrest this outgo in either di-

It is hoped that the negotiations with 
foreign bankers may secure some im- 
provement, though It is clear that 
sales of securities here will have 
the same effect as if 
the bonds 


were placed in this country, and they 
may not be stopped by the new trans- 
actions.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 9.— Is Adry 


Hay ward insane, and is that the cause 
of the absolute seclusion in which he 
has dwelt since he told that story of 
his brother's guilty knowledge of the 
killing of Kittie Ging? 


The question is bothering a good 


many people, and it is given color by 
the fact that nobody has been allowed 
to see or converse with him oince the 
evening of December 8, when he con- 
fessed to the newspaper men of St. 
Paul his part in the plot which led up 
to the tragedy. The counsel for Harry 
Hayward, it is said, will go on the 
theory that Adry is insane. He is in 
ja.il here. 
VViien he first came over he 


had not been warned to keep still, or 
it he had been he forgot the injunc- 
tion, and told the whole story to the 
newspaper men in a manner that made 
their blood run cold. And even dur- 
iug the recital he did not show 
himself. It was night when he told 
the story, and he was confined in the 
cell which he occupied during the 
whole term of his incarceration.

cell is on the ground floor, and the in- 
terviewer stood 
outside the outer 


railing while the witness 
talked. 


Adry stood up close to the bars of his 
cell and clung to the irons as he 
talked. He sometimes lifted himself 
from the floor in his excitement, and 
his voice had an unnatural ring. 
He spoke rapidly, and at 
times 


incoherently, and there was no se- 
quence in his recital of the events in 
which he was concerned. He would 
not answer a direct question, but 
would go back and rehearse to bring 
his story to the point. And his refer- 
ence to Harry, and the manner in 
which he stated his belief that his 
brother would hang, was cold-blooded 
to a degree.

There was considerable alarm and scur- 
rying about shortly after seven o'clock 
this morning at the Citizens' National 
Dank at the corner of Merchant and 
Prairie streets, caused by a fire in the 
basement at the rear. The entire fire

east end of the basement. They had got 
under pretty good headway, blacking 
the walls and charring the joists, doing 
considerable damage, which is fully cov- 
ered by insurance.
